HE first and most important consideration in planting a living memorial tree is to be sure that it is located 
with foresight, and that every detail is considered before planting takes place. 


Ornamental Trees 


Deciduous Trees are those that drop their leaves 
in winter. They are fairly rapid growing and are easily 
planted in the Spring. Deciduous trees are well suited 
for planting as lawn and street trees, they give shade 
in the summer and admit light in the winter.
